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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's 
arguments (filed 04/21/09) have been fully considered but are not found persuasive. Applicant argues 
that Watanabe states that metal oxide coating is conducted after BaSo4 coating and that the metal oxide 
cannot act as a nucleation agent, i.e., "seed particle". This is not persuasive because Watanabe teaches 
that "a metal oxide ... is also precipitated on, in addition to the barium sulphate layer, and this additional 
precipitation can be either colorless or colored" (Col. 2, lines 17-21). Therefore, the metal oxide is "also 
precipitated on" the substrate, and does not imply that the metal oxide is precipitated on after the barium 
sulphate layer. Watanabe also teaches that "it is also possible, however, not to add the metal selected 
for additional precipitation before the precipitation of barium sulphate, but only after the precipitation of 
barium sulphate" (Col. 2, lines 61-64). Watanabe therefore teaches that it is possible to add the metal 
before the precipitation of barium sulphate, in which case the metal oxide will inherently act as "seed 
particles" or crystallization nuclei. As stated in the instant specification (US PGPub US 2005/0158257 
A1) "fine particles of metal oxides are allowed to coexist as seed particles" (Page 4, [0074]). The 
teaching by Watanabe of the metal oxides that can implicitly be added before the barium sulphate meets 
the limitation of the seed particles.
